Han- 
son, or Uushnell, has boon living in San- 
tiago for Boino years, employed by the 
Wont Coast Telephone company, of Sout h 
America, anil moving in the best society 
in Santiago. A short time u^o lie was ar- 
rested for embezzling Ji 18, 000 from the 
Telephone company, but was released on 
bail through the iniiiiunce of some friends 
lie had made in Santiago. Mr. Jones, the 
manager of the Telephone company, be- 
ing anxious to know something of Han- 
son, or Bushnell's nntucedeius, sent his 
photograph to New V'nrk. The picture 
was shown at, police headquarters when 
it was immediately identified as that, of a 
long-looked fur embezzler. Requisition 
papers will be forwarded to Chili and the 
prisoner brought to New Yoik to be tried 
for the crime he committed ten years ago.

Cruelty to Itabhlts.

Hankinson and twelve officers of the So- 
ciety for tho prevention of cruelty to ani- 
mals, to-day arrested four employes of the 
Hampstead coursing club. Last Wednes- 
day several monikers of the club, includ- 
ing August Belmont, jr., wore arrested 
for cruelty to animals by Burgh's society. 
They were acquitted. The jury who sat. 
on the case decided that the coursing of 
rabbits was not cruel. Mr. Bergh was 
not satisfied and tho arrests to-day wore 
made for the purpose of further testing 
the question. The men arrested to-day 
are charged with cruelty to rabbits. They 
released two rabbits, one of which es- 
caped, the other being killed by fox ter- 
riers in forty seconds. 

,V VcIIoh FeTcr Hero. 

Gainesville, Fla., Dec. 8. --The relief 
comittee intend to present Surgeon Mar- 
tin with a handsome medal for his services 
during the yellow fever epidemic. Ho 
left for Washington to-day. Previous to 
his departure lie was tendered a vote of 
thanks by the city council and the relief 
committee for faithful gratuitous services. 
The last of the infected bedding was de- 
stroyed to-day and business resumed. 
To morrow the churches will hold Thanks- 
giving services.

Threatened '>> "White Caps." 

Gbouoktown, Ohio, Dec. s. J. B. 
Long has received a While Cap warning 
addressed to the citizens of Georgetown. 
As usual, it is written in red ink, with a 
picture of whips drawn at the top of the 
letter. The warning reads as follows : 
"To the oitizens of Georgetown: Wo 

want to say HOW that if they do not quit 
milking threats as lo what, they will do if 
wo come to your town, tho exhibition of 
the night of the 3rd, when the courthouse 
was Bred, is not to be thought uf in com- 
parison to what we will do, for we must 
succeed at any cost. So take warning, 
and if you do. you will have leas use for 
your engines. (Signed), "White Caps." 
The letter is datud at Mount Oreb, which 
is behoved to be the centra of White Cap 
operations, and its signature is similar to 
that of other letters received here. It is 
believed this is written because of an ex- 
pressed determination of the people to 
take a hand in quieting the trouble. 

WclM'laniicd Rank Rohbory. 

Fort Wayne, I ml., Dee. s. a well- 
planned and neatly executed bank rob- 
bery occurred hero al olio o'clock this 
afternoon, whereby J. Lauferty's bank 
vaults were relieved of $2,000. The hank, 
which is a private concern, is situated in 
Avelino House on Calhoun st reel, in the 
most frequented part of the city. Tho 
owner, Mr. Lauferty, closed tho bank 
about noon, and went homo. While ab- 
sent, someone boldly entered the bank, 
presumably by means of a duplicate key, 
bursted the lock of the safe with a steel 
brace, and helped himself to $2,000 in 
currency.

HyHlerloiiN Murder. 

Birmingham, Ala., Dec. 8. In mys- 
tery and fiendish cruelty, the Hawes 
murder has never been equalled in this 
.section. Since the discovery of the 
identity of the murdered girl, MayHawes, 
and the fact that her mother was missing, 
it has been suspected that the latter was 
also murdered. Tho suspicion was con- 
liriued yesterday afternoon by searcjiiiig 
the Hawes cottage and finding Wood 
stains in every room. At noon to day 
thu body of the missing woman was found 
at the bottom of a lake in the park, 
where the body of little May Hawes was 
found last Tuesday. Tho head of the 
dead woman had been crushed in by a 
blow with an axe, und tho body kept at 
the bottom of the lake by two hundred 
pounds of iron fastened about tho neck, 
feet and waist. In addition to finding 
the body, othor circumstantial evidence 
has been found against Dick Hawes, tho 
husband of the dead woni'in. The feeling 
against him is intensely bitter to-night, 
and the jail where ho is secured is sur- 
rounded by a strong guard. An inquest 
on the body of tho woman will bo held 
t,' morrow. 

The llayllcn Republic Seizure. 

WASHINGTON, Dee. 8.— -Secretary Bay- 
ard's attention was called to-night to a ru- 
mor that the Haytien government had de- 
posited with tho authorities ut Washing- 
ton $300,000 as a guarantee that the 
"Haytien Republic" would be released. 
His only comment was: "I have no know- 
ledge of it. I wish it were bo." Further 
than this be would not express himself. 

The Seizure ol the Westmenth. 

San Francisco, Dec. 8. Customs offi- 
cers this morning stopped the British 
steamer Westineath from unloading its 
cargo of 3,800 tons of raw sugar brought 
in last Monday from Java for the Ameri- 
can Sugar Refinery. It is said the sugar 
is of a liner grade than the refinery swore 
to, and was colored with some harmless 
matter to make it resemble a low grade, 
thus making a large difference m the duty. 
The affair will bo investigated and if tho 
customs officers' suspicions are confirmed 
the cargo, which is stated to be worth 
four hundred thousand, will be confisca- 
ted. The refinery's supply of raw mater- 
ial is nearly exhausted, and as the investi- 
gation will cover some weeks, the refinery 
will be compelled to shut down at least 
until the arrival of cargoes now on the 
way. 

ibc Inauguration Preparations. 

Washington, Dec 8. —At a meeting of 
the inaugural executive committee to- 
night, it was decided that the price of the 
inaugural ball tickets should be $5 each. 
The designs for the ball souvenirs and in- 
vitations of Messrs. Bailey, Banks and 
Riddle, of Philadelphia, were accepted. 
The sovenir consists of several pages of 
ragged edged rough paper, fastened to- 
gether by a ribbon. The pages contain 
portraits of Harrison and Morton, and an 
allegorical picture of .liberty. Tho pro- 
gramme of dancing is also contained on 
one ot the shoots. Tho linauco commit- 
tee announced the total subscriptions to 
date to bo $48,000. Quarters for 13,000 
people have already been secured. Ap- 
plications from 00 civic organizations, 
with a membership of 13,000, lia-e already 
been received.

Axworthy, 
tho defaulting city treasurer of Cluvcland, 
who is now in London, has made a propo- 
sition to return $160,000 to the city, and 
in two years to repay his bondsmen, if the 
prosecution is dropped, and bo is permit- 
tod to return to America.

I.ord Randy's Attack. 

LoNl'ON, Dec. 8. — Lord Randolph 
Churchill's attack on the government con- 
tinues to bo discussed in the various clubs. 
D was admitted by all parties that Lord 
Randolph has not achieved any marked 
success in compelling economy in the 
army and navy. But thoro can bo no 
doubt that upon tho civil service and 
other estimates ho has, in the last three 
years, saved the country many thousands 
of pounds yearly. No other member of 
parliament, has done as well in this re- 
spect. I '"it for him Mr. Akers 
Douglass would have drawn ami 
still be drawing £10,000 a year upon 
his personal receipts from the Colonial 
consolidated fund, with liberty to spend 
the money in support of the coercion 
policy in parliamentary elect ions. But 
for 1 ii in I he two vacant seats in the board 
of customs would have boon tilled, and 
the country charged with JL'2,400 per 
year, lie lois been sincere and extremely 
useful in tlio matter of economy, and his 
influence in that direction is at present 
more conspicuous than his political faults. 
Five years ago, when Sir Stafford 
Nortlicofe, Mr. Smith and Sir R. Cross 
wore far more t roubled by Lord Randolph 
Churchill 'ban Mr.Smith is just now, there 
was i all; in tory councils that some suit- 
able exile should be found for him when 
the tories camo into power; but. tho talk 
died away when it was found that Lord 
Randolph Churchill was a minister maker 
in 1880, and now, with abundant youth 
and time on his side, ho can well afford to 
wait for a return of the tide of political 
fortune. 

The Rellcl of Stanley. 

London, Dec. 8. — The news from the 
Soudan that, the White Pasha is on the 
march in tho direction of Wady Haifa, 
has streiigthoned tho opinion of those 
African exports who believe that he is 
Henry M. Stanley. It is stated at the 
headquarters of the English Emin Relief 
Association that important news of Stan- 
ley may be expected within tlio next two 
weeks. The statement published to dav 
that the British force at Suakin is to be 
heavily reinforced and will assume tho 
offensive on Wednesday next, has created 
an impression in military circles, .and thai 
the advance movement will bo continued 
up to Berber, and a detachment sont 
further on to form a junction with the 
Whito Pasha, thus relieving hint from the 
only serious opposition he will have to en- 
counter before reaching civilization. This 
view seonis plausible, and is a confirmation 
of the opinion that tho White Pasha is 
Stanley, as shortly after the despatch of 
the explorer for tho relief of Emin it was 
stated on tho authority of a well-known 
attache of tho British foreign office that 
outside of tho relief of Emin Bey, one ot 
tho chief objects of the expedition was b 
re-open the old ivory route from Khartoum 
c/i/ Berber and Suakin. 

Entered a Convent. 

LoNON, Dec. 8. — Madame DeForrest, 
aunt of William K. Vanderbilt, has sud- 
denly disappeared. Her relatives and 
friends have Vainly endeavored to locate 
her, but she doos not reply to any of the 
letters sent to her, if indeed sho received 
them. 1 1 is feared that she has entered a 
convent and destroyed her idontity by 
assuming another name. She was evor a 
devout Catholic. 

A Froteitl I'rtim Russia. 

St Petersburg, Dec 8. -The Journal 
St. Petersburg denounces tho mass of in- 
ventions published hy the foreign press 
concerning Russia's intentions, and the 
purposes for which the recent Russian 
loan was negotiated. It especially pro- 
teats against tho statement of the German 
papers that Russia is engaged in construc- 
ting a pontoon bridge over the Danube 
at Reui, and also against the warnings of 
those papers to the German public not to 
invest in Russian securities. Tho Journal 
declares " It is impossible to justify 
these utterances in face of the fact that 
Russia's economic revival is ever increas- 
ing, but which increase docs not afford 
causo for vain glory, or for a departure 
from the work of peace and recuperation 
outlined by the czar at the time of his 
accession." 

Assemblage or lui'iipiihlr*. 
Paris, Doc. 8.- General ISoulanger has 
sent a circular to tho electors of the de- 
partments of Somnio and Charonte, an- 
nouncing his intention to represent the 
department of t he Nord in tho chamber 
of deputies, and his consequent resigna- 
tion of tho seats for which he was returned 
by the first two departments. In a circu- 
lar ho describes the chamber as an assem- 
blage of incapables. He thanks the elec- 
tors for their support of the cause of the 
revision on constitution, and concludes 
as follows: "The hour for general delib 
oration approaches. United as we are, 
there can bono doubt as to the result. 
Vivo la Republique."

Madrid, Dec. 8. All the Spanish 
ministers have resigned.

Vienna, Dec. 8. — The report that the 
Prince of PIcsb is to marry Miss Bessie 
Woodvillo of Maryland, is erroneous. 
Miss Woodvillo has for a long time been 
engaged to one of the princes of Sapicha. 
Tho opposition of her mother to tho union 
has delayed the nuptials for some time, 
but as the prince is now mortally ill, it is 
probable that all opposition to tho wed- 
ding will be withdrawn, and it will speed- 
ily take pluco.

Paris, Dec. 8.— Captain Driant, the 
officer who was married recently to one of 
General Boulunger's daughters, has been 
placed under arrest for one mouth by the 
military authorities for publishing a book 
without thu sanction of thu war depart- 
ment.

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A BIG REDUCTION. 

The proceedings of the Irish Land Com- 
mission shows thai the bargains made be- 
tween landlord and tenant in Ireland are 
very different from the bargains made be- 
tween free agents elsewhere. The com- 
missioners very often decide, that the 
rents agreed upon between the landlord 
and tenants arc too high and they order 
thotn to be cut down. This was the case 
on the estates <>f the Earl ,1 Kenmoro in 
the county of Kerry. The commissioners 
alter due examination found that a reduc- 
tion of fifty per cent, in the rents must in 
justice to the tenant he made. Here we 
find an impartial tribunal declaring that 
an Irish landlord, and a nobleman to boot, 
was charging his tenants just twice as 
tn ii eli rent as they ought in fairness to 
pay. It may be asked why the tenants 
were such fools as to take the land at 
what they must have known was all ex 
horbitant rout .' The rent may not have 
been so high in proportion to the price of 
the produce of the land when they took 
the farms as it is now; or the miserable 
poople had the dreadful alternative before 
'hem either to take the land at the rent 
d 'mumled or starve. It cannot be said 
that a man who makes a bargain imdir 
such pressure as that is free to take or to 
rofuso, The (lovernmot has u\ idelitly 
conic to this conclusion when it e.,t iblish- 
OS 11 tribunal to lix the rent to be paid re 
gardless of what agreement the tenant 
may have been forced to make' with his 
landlord or his landlord's agent. 



PUBLIC SQUARES. 

Our public - spirited correspondent 
" Pioneer " discusses a subject of great 
importance to the citizens of Victoria. 
Public squares have been very appropri- 
ately called " the lungs of cities." A 
city without squares and parks is little 
better than a prison for its inhabitants. 
The life is more than meat or wages, or 
even business, and the life of the inhabi- 
tants of a city from its very commence- 
ment requires BOillo place for dust and 
bustle where he can breathe pure air 
and enjoy an hour or two of rest and 
quiet amid pleasant surroundings. Parks 
and squares afford him the opportunities 
of pleasant change and ret reat ion which his 
life, if it is to be made a pleasure and not 
a burden, requires. As our correspond- 
ent points out. the little children want ex- 
ercise in i he open air and space for health- 
ful play. The streets may be nice places 
for nursemaids to llirl in, and to see the 
lovely things exposed in the shop win 
ileus, but thoy are nut the places in 
which the babies can enjoy the oxllili- 
rating sunshine and the health-bearing 
breezes. Besides the perambulator on 
t In' narrow sidewalk is a nuisance to the 
pedestrians. There is danger too Oil the 
streets lortlic bibies who have to bo taken 
out in carriages for their airing. They 
Would be safer, and would enjoy them- 
selves tell tunes as much in a large square 
prettily laid out with walks and flower 
plots, and where there would he shade 
trees to shelter them when the sun is too 
hot. Kor older children a spacious play- 
ground, easily accessible, is anecossity.The 
Streets are, we regret to have to say it, 
ail academy uf vice. In them children 
hear language which ought uot to reach 
their eat s. Some young fellows, perhaps 
excited by drink, are not choice ill the 
language they use when conversing with 
each other, and they do not give a 
though! to the influence which their loose 
and profane language may have on the 
children w ho may be within earshot. Lads 
of this class are seldom seen in parks or 
oi her places of quiet recreation. Such 
places are too tame for t hem, and besides, 
when they do happen to visit thorn they 
know that thoy must be op thoir good be- 
haviour or t hey w ill not be permitted to 
remain. Hoys and girls should be kept 

oil the streets as much as possible, but if 
they ! ivo no oilier places to play ill they 
cannot, well be forbidden to utnUgo them- 
selves on thostroot. A large square, with 
a children's corner or attachment, is just 
what is wanted in those parts of the city 
which are lit a distance from Beacon 
Hill, |Theii for the children of largei 
growth, for young men and women, who 
waul, to spend an hour quietly and plena- 
ntltly when their work is over, or for the 
tired clerk or mechanic who hns boon in- 
doors all day, and who (iocs not feel like 
taking a long walk, a lounge on the seal i 
of n pleasant square or a stroll along its 
paths is u most refreshing luxury. In 



fact citizens of every ago, clasu and con- 
dition would be benefited by having ac- 
cess to public squares. Thoy are not only 
a public benefit but n public necessity, 
and the city must have them sooner or 
later. The longer the corporation post- 
pones securing pieces of land adapted for 
squares the more difficult it will bo to ob- 
tain them and the higher the price it will 
have to pay. The piece of ground point- 
ed out by "Pioneer" would make a beau- 
tiful little park. Its situation is all that 
could lie desired. It could, at a compar- 
atively slight expense, be made very 
beautiful -a piece of ornamental ground 
that the citizens could not only enjoy, but 
he proud of. We trust that the Board 
of Aldermen will adopt our correspond- 
ent's suggestion and secure this live-acre 
lot for the public use before it is appro- 
priated by private citizens. 



TIIH ARAB SLAVE DKALERS. 

The general impression is that the slave 
trade is dying out in Central Africa. Since 
Great Britain, the United States, Prance, 
Brazil and other countries have abolished 
slavery it is considered, that, there being 
but a limited market for negro slaves, the 
trade must be declining. But this i H pot 
the case. Oil the i ■Miliary, slave hunting 
and slave selling have revived in Eastern 
and Central Africa, and the horrors of 
the traffic have consequently increased. 
The Rev. Peru Lourdel, one of the Ro- 
man Catholic missionaries in Uganda, 
gives a very vivid picture of how the 
slave tralric is carried on in Central 
Africa. The native king, who is engaged 
in this horrible trathe in human Hesh, is 
called Mwanga. This brutal creature, 
w ho is described as weak ■ mi tided, organ- 
izes slave-hunting expeditious on an im- 
mense scale. Annies of several thousand 
men are scut out to steal men, women 
and children wherever they are to be 
found. It appears that the savage and 
greedy tyrant does not s[*ro oven his own 
subjects. "At too frequent intervals," the 
good priest says, "the missionaries, to 
their grief, see the victorious armies re- 
turning, driving before them troops of 
slaves, often 3,000 or 4000 at a single 
time. The King selects those he wants 
to keep for himself or to distribute 
among his great chiefs, and sends the 
rest to his Moslem slave dealers, who 
sweep them all off, either to sell them on 
the cast to the dealers who supply the 
Arabian market, or to dispose of them in 
Upper Kgypl. It is a profitable business, 
which enriches the Arab slave dealer 
and at the same time procures for 
King .Mwanga all that lie requires 
for extending his toiritory, confirming his 
power and multiplying his slaves and his 
victims namely, arms and powder. 
These Arabs are, of course, feared and 
detested by the natives among whom 
they b\c, but at the same time their pow- 
er over the weak .Mwanga is immense. 
Receiving these accounts from the mis- 
sionaries, it is no wonder that Cardinal 
Livigerie is doing all that he possibly can 
to induce the nations of Europe to exer- 
cise their power iii [Hitting down the slave 
trade. In a letter which Lord Salisbury 
wrote to Sir K. M.del, he says: "The 
testimony of Mr. Cameron and of Car 
diual Lavigerie combines to establish the 
fact that there has been a formidable in- 
crease in the activity of that hateful traf- 
fic during the last few years. There can 
be no doubt t hat it has been at tended 
ivith cruelty and desolation far in excess 
of any that we have had ground for be- 
lieving 'hat it produced in former times, 
•rid there is llo other cause to which ,ve 
can attribute this deplorable phenomenon 
except the increased destruetiveness of 
i he lire arms w hich commerce lias been 
able in recent times to place in the hands 
of the Arab adventurers who conduct 
these extraordinary raids." The Arabs 
ire, according to all accounts, the life and 
s' nil of the traffic in slaves in Central 
Africa. They are sometimes themselves 
the kidnappers and are always the dealers 
who buy them from the native kings and 
.hive them like cattle to the coast. The 
horrors of this journey are not to be un- 
twined. No civilized cattle dealer dare 
Ileal the dumb brutes which In- 
lays and sells so inhumanely aa these 
Arabs do the human beings w hom they 
have either stolen of purchased. The 
Arabs are well acquainted w ith the native 
character and have great influence over 
the chiefs or Kings of the country. Thoy 
have found that white men id' all nations 
and all creeds are now the enemies of the 
slave trade and they are using their power 
and the advantages of their position to 
prejudice the native chiefs against the 
missionaries. Mr. Cordon who paid a 
visit to this brute Mwanga according to 

Pore Lourdel on near losing his life 

through the misrepresentations made to 
t he prejudice of white men by the Arab 
slavers. When Mr. Cordon had all inter- 
view with the black King he said to his 
people, in a voice trembling with rag,-, 
"Do yotl see how this white insults me to 
my face. llool him, insult him." And 
all the court hill led ! he greatest, insults in 
the face of poor Mr. Cordon. After that 
the chances of the missionary's getting out 
of the dominions ol the incensed and brn- 
t il King aliv e must be very slight indeed. 
It is seen from Pore LourdoPs narrative 
tint the Arabs have a monopoly of the 
slave trade in Africa. They are also the 
greatest enemies which both England 
and Germany have to meet in their at- 
tempts to colonize the country and civil- 
ize the natives. It is evident that bo'oro 
either nation can gel a linn foothold in 
Eastern Africa it must, as Father Lour- 
del points .ml, make a clean sweep of the 
\ rails. The Arabs are the middlemen 
iii the slave trade and it is they who sup- 
ply the native chiefs with alius and pow- 
der which enable them to make successful 
slave raids on the territories of their 
neighbors. It. is hoped that the blockade 
which has been established on the coast of 
Xanzibal will prevent the export of slaves 
and import of arms and powder. But 
these Arabs arc ingenious as well as dar- 
ing, and they will probably find means to 
run the blockade. Eastern Africa pre- 
sents to Greal Britain and Germany a 
very difficult problem. Whether they 
will he able separately or united to solve 
p is a question which no one atthop'o- 
suul moment ventures to answer. 



EDITORIAL COMMENTS. 

Thk San Franoiaoo Examiner said the 
other clay that Dunsmuir & Sons, tho 
owners of tho Wellington mines, could 
govern the price of coal in that city. If 
that is the case the householders of San 
Francisco will now ho able to rejoice in 
cheaper coal, fur Unit firm, of its own 
motion, and altogether independent of 
the exigencies of the market, have re- 
duced the price of Wellington coal four 
dollars a ton. Wo wore yesterday favor- 
ed with the sight of a despatch front San 
Francisco, dated December 7, which runs: 
" A reduction to tho dealers of four dol- 
lars a ton on Wellington coal took effect 
here yesterday." No doubt this reduc- 
tion on Wellington coal will be followed 
by a similar reduction in tho 
price of first-class coal from all 
sources in that market. 

THE GRAND TRUNK SEEKING THE 
PACIFIC— WHAT SHOULD BE DONE 
TO SUBSIDIZE THE COMPANY? 

To tiie Eoitok: 1 was struck, and to a 
largo extent pleased, with tho tone of an 
editorial in your paper of Friday respect- 
ing the probability of the Grand Trunk 
reaching the Pacific tidewaters pict the 
Red River Valley and the Manitoba Cen- 
tral railways, and Vellowhead Bass. The 
adoption of that route would undoubtedly 
mean tho selection of Fsquitnalt as the 
terminus. The project outlined opens 
the door to great possibilities. The 
great fertile central licit known as the 
Chilicotiu plains would be rendered ac- 
cessible to settlers, the problem of a 
railway to Cariboo, which engages Mr. 
Barnard's attention just now, would be 
solved; the trade of the Orient would 
reach eastern hands from 1" to 24 hours 
in advance of any other route, ami Vic 
toria and Esquiinalt w ould immediately 
become huge and thriving commercial 
centres. 

No doubt, sir, as you remark, tho city 
of Victoria would do her utmost towards 
bonusing any transcontinental lino that, 
might make its terminus lime; but the 
burthen should not rest altogether on 
municipal shoulders. The provincial gov- 
ernment, which has done much to 
enrich tne Canadian Pacific Company by 
liberal donations of land, ought to he' 
equally generous in dealing with the new- 
comer— and as a preliminary step all gov- 
ernment lands that lie between Comox 
and Seymour Narrows, and Bute Inlet 
and the Summit of the Rocky Mountains, 
should be immediately reserved from sale. 

Tho crossing difficulty cannot long block 
railway competition ill Manitoba. The 
monopoly will die hard, hut it must soon 
yield to the demands of justice and an 
enlightened public opinion. From Win- 
nipeg the .Manitoba Central h.as been 
built a distance uf 400 miles towards the 
Rocky Mountains. That toad runs 
through the best lauds of the Northwest. 
The line it traverses was originally select- 
ed for the Canada Pacific, but was aban- 
doned for the present line, which is 
Sfcarer the boundary. The Manitoba 
Central enjoys a valuable land franchise 
from the Dominion Government. This 
franchise the Canadian Pacific and the 
Grand Trunk am both anxious to 
acquire. The object of the C. 1'. R. is to 
remove all danger of a second transconti- 
nental line. Tile Manitoba Central, .rith 
its laud grant, menaces the monopolistic 
designs of the Canadian Pacific. The 
Grand Trunk is anxious to reach this 
coast for tho purpose of developing and 
and extending thoir trade. With the land 
grant of the Manitoba Central, combined 
with the grant of British Columbia lands 
1 have mentioned, and a bonus for term- 
inal purposes from tins city, the province 
would be in an advantageous and com- 
manding position to secure the construc- 
tion of anothel lino of railway across the 
continent. 

The subject is not a new one. Il was 
well threshed out in years gone by. But 
it has been revived by the Red River Val- 
ley controversy, and the project must 
sooner or later take definite shape.

SOME SUGGESTIONS FOR THE 
. THANKSGIVING TABLE. 



IIow Mrs. "Whitney Arranges Uor Table 
—A Pceullar Custom in the Eodtoott 
Family— What The Wlfoor the rost- 
BlKSter-General Wilt Ilavo for Uluiicr. 

[Cojiijiu/hl 1338.) 

Mrs. Seeretary "Whitney is one of tho 
most charming; women In Washington. 
The interviewer has little trouble in ap- 
proaching her, but he will find it bard to 
get awiiy. I talked with her yesterday 
about her Thanksgiving arrangements. 
" Well." she said, "we generally keep tho 
day with Mr Whitney's twosistersln New 
York. dividing the Christmas and Thanks- 
giving holidays between us. Sometimes 
we go tothehonieof tbeSecretary's moth- 
er, nt Brookliuo, near Boston. Our Thanks- 
giving dinner Is always served at two 
o'clock, becauseon that daj we have the 
children with us, and their unrestricted 
enjoyment requires more time for diges- 
tion than usual. We also try to have tho 
old-fashioned edibles served very much in 
the usual way. Our Thanksgivlngdlnner 
will probably consist, first, of oystersoup, 
which will ho followed by fish. Then tho 
great turkey with cranberry sauce and 
vegetables. We always bring the pies on 
at once. I think they make the table very 
attractive, with their crisp unbroken 
surfaces covered with white sugar. I 
should consider the dinner incomplete 
without cranberry tarts, with strips of 
dough delicately browned across the top. 
I have adopted the Ideas of my husband's 
mother un the pie question, and we have 
no end of pies; mince pie, pumpkin pie, 
apple pie ami all the old-fashioned varie- 
ties. My mother-in-law makes a kind that 
1 never see elsewhere. A Charlotte pud- 
ding affair, the name of which I do not re- 
member, although it has one. It is made 
of grated apples and whipped cream. At 
my own home in Ohio, it was our custom 
to serve a small pig, roasted whole, which 
stood in the middle of the table, with a 
lemon in its mouth. Our boy is always 
happy when lie is at Grandma Whitney's, 
because she lets him have unlimited 
mince pie. He has it, for breakfast and 
dinner and a piece for lunch. He declares 
that his Grandma's pies never make hiin 
sick." 

"My Thanksgiving dinner I like to be 
as much as possible the product of our 
own farm," said .Mrs. Secretary Pair- 
child. "There is a sentiment connected 
with this particular festival that makes it 
seem more pleasant still to give thanks 
for the sheaves that have been ripening 
t hrough the year, especially for us, ami it 
Is not all sentiment either, for after all 
there is no poultry like our own, no ham 
so sweet, as that killed on our own farm, 
and not liing is in the world so delicious as 
the mushrooms gathered in our own 
past ures. 

"I would serve my dinner just like any 
other," she continued, "hut everything 
should bo homelike." 

Mrs. Endicott is a stately Massachusetts 
matron, and a real representative woman. 

" I believe in the old, New England 
Thanksgiving," said she, "and since it 
lias In-come a national holiday much of 
Its show is lost, 1 think. I can remem- 
ber the scene at my father's, in .Salem, 
when his carrirge house was [lacked with 
turkey's joints and other edibles for this 
purpose, and the vnrd would be filled 
with his poorer neighbors, who stood in 
front of the wide double door, across 
which a bar had been placed, anil re- 
ceived the gifts as fast as two men could 
pass them out. There were turkeys 
enough only for his .special proteges, but 
everybody could have a joint and tho 
vegetables to go with it. 

Our own dinner we have always taken 
at the old homestead; if we could not go 
ourselves we always sent the children, 
until this year. 

Our family has always gathered there, 
from the oldest down to tho wee babe in 
arms, and around the table, set in old- 
fashioned style and profusion, with roast 
turkey, chicken- pie, bum, and all kinds 
of fruit pies, mince pies and puddings, we 
have renewed the family ties on each 
Thanksgiving Day. After the ta*>le is 
cleared, there is one part of the ceremony 
we never omit. The youngest toddler in 
the company, the little child that lias 
come into the family since the last Thank- 
giving festival, Is placed on his feet on tho 
table, while his mother stands at the op- 
posite end, and the rest of the family 
gather at the sides, to guard his safe 
Journey from one end of the table to the 
other; every time he totters there are 
many ready hands extended to guard bis 
uncertain steps till he urrives triumphant- 
ly at the other end. 

"No, I do not know that there Is any 
significance in this. I presume some 
proud mot her of our family ill primitive 
times may have done this, and tho e.x- 
ple has since been followed." 

"The custom is pretty enough for n 
poem," said I, "and I have noticed one 
thing to-day that pleases mo vastly. In 
every house almost, that I have called, 
there Is a ladles' writing desk In the par- 
lor, naturally to one of my guild this Is 
very gratifying, and I see you have two." 

"Yes.' said she with a sigh, "one is 
mine, and I his smalleroue at my elbow is 
my daughter's. We have made good use of 
them, too, but, she has gone and left 
bets"— here the gentle eyes filled with 
teats. " Yes, it is hard to have an ocean 
between us," she continued in a broken 
voice, In answer to a remark to that effect, 
"hut one should never stand between 
one's chili' and happiness. That is his 
likeness on the mantle," indicating a 
handsome gentleman with frank looking 
eyes and a sensitive mouth. "1 can bear 
It better because I know helagood. And 
as yet 1 presume I have not fully realized 
what it will he without her, for our house 
Instill filled with wedding guests, claim- 
ing my intent Ion, and keeping away tho 
loneliness that is sure to make Itself felt 
by and by. "

bright and rosy as a girl of sixteen. 

"Yes," said she, " I have very decided 
views on Thanksgiving. I think the day 
should be set apart as one entirely devoid 
of fashion. No Thanksgiving seems ap- 
propriate to mo but th<' gootl old New 
England variety described by Dr. Holland 
In Ids exquisite poem ' Hitter Sweet,' and 
Mrs. Stowe in the 'Minister's Wooing.' 
The dinner in the kitchen, with its brick 
door and time darkened rafters, the one 
newly swept, and the other garnished 
wit h rows on rowsof drying pumpkin and 
squash, and long strings of apples end 
glowing red peppers, bunches of sage, 
with its pale, milky green seeming more 
delicate than ever, beside the dark bunch 
ol thyme and the rusty lined pennyroyal.

PIONEERS AT DINNER. 

British Columbia's Veteran's Kenewluff Old 
Knulnlst'fincei tit the Festlvo 
Board. 

Last evening was one long to bo remem- 
bered by the pioneers of the Province of 
British Columbia, as the night of the an- 
nual dinner of the Pioneer Society. Com- 
prising among its members al! the "old- 
timers," the fathers of the country, 
through whose hard struggles in the days 
of long ago, British Columbia of to-day 
owes its proud position, as one of the 
most beautiful, most valuable and most 
advanced in civilization, of the colonies 
of Great Britain. 

At eight o'clock, between fifty and 
sixty pioneers, and the friends who 
accompanied them to share the festivities 
of the evening, surrounded the 
tables, in the commodious and well- 
appointed dining room of the 
French hotel. Artistic decoration 
was everywhere to he seen and evidently 
time and taste had been freely given to 
render the room as attractive as it could 
very well bo. 

On the tables, which were loaded down 
with every delicacy and substantial that, 
ever tickled the palate of an epicure, were 
placed treasures of the hot-house and con- 
servatory, whose many-colored blossoms 
pleased the eye while their fragrance 
mingled with the appetizing odor of the 
viands placed upon the hoard. Banners 
and evergreens played a very conspicuous 
part in the decoration of the room, whilo 
at the head of the table, a wreath of na- 
tive tir bore the ligtiros "58 — 88."
